when Governor Wolcott was elected 
governor over George Fred WilHaros- 


In the city of Boston Quincy polled 


39.155, 
a plurality of 7699, Governor 


Crane's vote being 31,456. 


Outside of Boston the vote for the 


democratic candidate fell off heavily 
Governor Crane's popularity through- 
out the state g-erierally was again at- 
tested by the vote he received in the 
cities and towns His majority was 
larger by 2d,000 tMfi the chairman of 
the state committee, Colonel Goetttng 
had predicted.

REMARKABLE FORTITUDE OF A MAN

SUFFERING UNTOLD AGONY.

"Much has been written of the forti- 


tude shown by wounded soldiers on the 
battlefield," said an ambulance surgeon 
to a reporter the other day. "but there 
»re instances of brave endurance of ter- 
rible suffering in daily life which no bat- 
tlefield hero could excel. None has bet- 
ter opportunity for noting this than the 
surgeons who respond to the hurry calls 
for the ambulances. 


"One of the most remarkable instances 


of a display of nerve which I ever wit- 
nessed," continued the surgeon, "was in' 
the case of aa old man who was terribly 
burned in the Delamater Iron works in 
East Fourteenth street some years ago. 
He was over sisty years old and was 
engaged with a number of fellow work- 
men in pouring a huge pot of molten 
iron into molds when he slipped and fell 
into the white hot metal. Almost in- 
Etantly he was grabbed and pulled out of 
fhe frightful bath, but his burns were 
frightful. 


"His left thigh had been eaten off al- 


most the instant it struck the fluid. Qne 
of his feet had slipped into the vessel ic 
the instinctive struggle he made to free 
himself, and splotches of the liquid iron 
had burned him here and there on the 
arm and the lower part of the leg. So 
hot was the metal that as the man's foot 
slipped into it the shoe disappeared and 
no trace of it was <?ver found. Every 
particle of clothing had "been burned off 
wherever the molten iron had touched. 


"I did what I could for the old man on 


the spot and then hurried him into the 
ambulance, not believing there was one 
chance in a hundred of 'bringing him in' 
alive. On the way he remained lying on 
the stretcher, his lips compressed, pale 
as death, and his breast heaving with 
the dreadful effort of suppressing the 
agony within, yet not even a sigh escaped 
him. 
i "I leaned over him and asked him if he 
wanted anything. With an, effort that 
showed all the pent up agony which was 
threatening to burst him he cried out 
almost at the top of his voice: 
" "Thanks, doctor— oh, God!' 
"It almost sickened me to watch the 


suffering of the old man, and I was 
used to seeing some pretty hard sights at 
that. I left my seat and knelt beside 
him as the ambulance tore over the pave- 
ment and forced open the clinched fists 
of the man and put my own hand inside 
to give him something to hold on to. I 
thought even then that he was dying. 
He was almost frantic with pain, and, 
half dead though he was, he could not lie, 
quiet. He forced himself into a sitting 
position and stared with a seemingly 
sightless gaze over the rear of the am- 
bulance. 
A funeral procession caught 


his eyes. 
" 'Thaf s a bad sign,' he said between 


his clinched teeth, but never a moan or a 
complaint escaped him. 
i "That was the most horrible ride l 
ever had on an a'm'bufance. It seemed 
supernatural. The Aa'n was as if dead 
and in another world, and yet he fought 
with all the grit and obstinacy against 
the least sign of weakness. Well, strange 
to say, within three months he left the 
hospital— alive. He was a hopeless crip- 
ple and was taken care of by the foundry 
people and did no work for ten years 
after until he died. H> last words to 
me a few days before, he left the hospital

Sentimental Renaoiin That Iiead Peo- 


ple to the Cutler's Shop. 


A man of an inquiring turn who had 


read on the front of a cutler's shop the 
sign "Pocketkuives liebladed and Re- 
handled," and who recalled the fact that 
when he was a bey he used to get a new 
blade put in sometimes when he broke 
one out of his knife, found, upon inquiry, 
that boys still get new blades put in 
knives just as they used to, but that, as a 
matter of faA the people who have pock- 
etknives repaired are mostly older persons 
and that the knives are likely to be val- 
ued for their associations. 


"I've carried that knife for fifty years," 


says one gentleman, and he hands over a 
knife thut he's carried since he was a 
boy and that he'd hate to lose. 


Many knives brought in for repairs are 


prized because they are gifts, or they 
were bought in some foreign country, or 
they just suit the hand of the man that 
uses them. There are various more or 
less sentimental reasons why a man may 
prefer to keep the old knife rather than 
discard it for a new one. Then it may be 
that in some other cases the knife is too 
valuable to be thrown away. So that first 
and last and for one reason and another, 
out of the vast number of pocketknives 
carried, a good many come in to be 
mended. 


The repairs made to pocketknives are 


of a varied character. They may con- 
sist, for example, in the putting on of one 
new pearl side on a pearl handled knife 
to replace a side cracked or flawed. With 
long use the blade at the hinged end or 
the spring in the handle or the rivet by 
which the blade is held may get worn so 
that the knife blade won't close properly, 
or maybe the spring is no longer as it 
should be, flush with the back of the 
knife." In fact, a great many things can 
happen to a pocketknifc, and of course 
the more blades the more things can hap- 
pen, but the cutler repairs them all. 


The phrase "rebladed and rehandled" 


suggested, of course, the idea of complete 
renewal, and the inquirer wondered if it 
might not be possible that with the re- 
pair of a knife in one part and another 
such a renewal might occur. And the 
cutler said that not only was it possible, 
but that sometimes it actually did happen 
that with successive renewals of its vari- 
ous parts the whole knife came some- 
times to be entirely renewed, and there 
•was left of the original knife nothing.— 
New York Sun.

WHAT IT MEANT ON ONE OCCASION 


• TO THE GREAT HERRMANN. 


;, Nov. 6.—The text of Oen- 


eral Botha'* counter-proclamation to 
Lord Kitchener's recent proclamation 
has reached here. It was Ls»ued on 
Sept. l~i. It declares: 


"Whereas, no official of the Orange 


Free State or the Transvaal republic, 
and no general, cominaudant or burgh- 
er, intends to obey Lord Kitchener's 
proclamation or to trouble with it; and, 


"Whereas, the proclamation contains 


falsehoods habitual to the English; and, 


''Whereas, Lord Kitchener's procla- 


mation has strengthened the determi- 
nation- of all burghers to resist to the 
end; now, 


"Therefore, I, Louis Botha, command" 


ant-general of the republican forces, 
with the consent of the governments, 
officers and burghers of both republics, 
proclaim Lord Kitchener, his staff and 
the officers and soldiers serving under 
his orders fighting us now to be out- 
laws in South Africa, and all officers 
and burghers in the two republics and 
in Cape Colony are ordered to shoot 
every armed Englishman whom they 
meet." ' 


Miss Stone is Well 


Sofia, Nov. 6.—Unfted States Consul 


General Dickinson of Constantinople 
returned here from Samakov yesterday. 
He authorizes the statement that he is 
satisfied that both Miss Stcne and her 
companion, Mine. Tsilka, are alive and 
well treated.

It is stated here that the brigands 


will not abate the ransom originally de- 
manded. In Macedonian cii'cles it is 
maintained that Miss Stone will be mur- 
dered on that territory in order to re- 
move all traces of the original Macedo- 
nian instigators of the capture. 


Smyrna Falls K Turkey F»Hs 


Paris, Nov. 6.—An official dispatch an- 


nounces the arrival of Admiral Caill- 
ard's squadron yesterday at the island 
of Mitylene. The three principal ports 
were occupied. T-he government d*- 
cided that Admiral Calllard shcu!d cc- 
cupy a couple of ports on the Island of 
Mitylene, which is conveniently close to 
Smyrna. So, should the government's 
impression that the sultan will satis- 
factorily settle the monetary questions 
without delay prove unjustified, and the 
customs receipts at Mitylene not suflice 
to meet the French claims, Smyina can 
yet be occupied.

Then upon hollow Tiles or between them, 
dry the Worms with a moderate Heat, 
and no further than that they may be 
conveniently reduced to Powder; to one 
Ounce of which add a pretty Number of 
Grains of Ambergrise, both to perfume 
the Powder (whose Scent of itself is rank) 
and to make the medicine the more effica- 
cious.

mann have a variety, for the magician 
was a practical joker and didn't hesitate 
to practice sleight of hand anywhere with 
friends who were close to him. In many 
cases the victims of .cigars loaded with 
feathers, coin that was subsisted for 
other* and the mysterious disappearances 
of scarfpins ana trinkets too often await- 
ed Herrmann's pleasure as to reappear- 
ance upon their rightful owners, and a 
bottle of wiue was generally Herrmann's 
apology. 


All these tricks were good things, in a 


show way, for Herrmann, and he made 
bis boast that he couldn't be "bothered" 
by auy circumstances. He had a test for 
it once, during his first appearance at the 
Academy of Music in this city, and bis 
business manager was the unwitting 
cause. 


An afternoon had been spent at Belle- 


vue hospital, where, at the instance of big 
Tom Brennan, u performance had been 
given for the amusement of the patients. 
Herrmann had piayed all kinds of tricks, 
and some of them in the wards, where, as 
he had once studied surgery in France, he 
found much of interest. A poor little fel- 
low who had been severely injured by 
burns claimed his attention, and the medi- 
cine he was to take and whimperingly de- 
murred at had been given him hidden in 
an orange, after Herrmann had appar- 
ently thrown'the bottle out of the win- 
dow. 
He had puzzled some ot the con- 


valescents by.his tricks op in the arena, 
and the business manager, *who had car- 
ried rouleaus of dollars, packs of cards, 
closely packed balls of flowers and lots of 
other things in bis pockets, had nothing 
left in them save his own possessions, 
and it was hurry back to the Academy for 
the evening's perform fmce. 


Herrmann'was a stickler for etiquette 


to an audience, and the dress suit was 
deemed a necessity alike for the manager 
and magician, the dress suits of both be- 
ing in Herrmann's dressing room. 


There were a big house and a big pro- 


gramme, and just before its beginning 
the manager had gone across the street, 
with a nod to the boxkeeper of where he 
was. Soon there was a quick demand for 
his return to the Academy—a boy from 
the sceneroom, in breathless tones simply 
said, "Herrmana wants you!" and was 
gone, like one of the magician's spirits 
when the lights were turned away from 
the mirror iu which they were shown. 


Everything seemed all right at the 


Academy. Herrmann had evidently bro- 
ken into his programme and mixed it up. 
His feather trick and his flag trick had 
not been given, and he was and had been 
throwing cards since the curtain rose. 


Everywhere in the Academy cards were 


scattered—away up in the gallery, across 
the orchestra seats, up in tbe balcony, 
and upon the table on the stage were 
enough packs of cards to start a station- 
ery store. .Herrmann was nervous. He 
•was unlikg'hmisfelf and every once in. 
awhile wiped" the perspiration from his 
face. Even, his turned back cuffs were 
awry, and as the business manager start- 
ed to go to tbe back there was a fusillade 
of cards directly at him, and so fast and 
so unerringly thrown that it was quite a 
matter of safety to dodge them.

How Rnsita Prevents Biota. 


Riots and disturbances are practically 


unknown in all the vast empire of the 
czar, stretching, as it does, in an unbro- 
ken line from the Baltic to the Pacific. 
The reason for this is the wise precau- 
tions taken to guard against disaffcctions 
arising from the population fraternizing 
with the military. The government dis- 
tributes the troops in such a way that 
they have nothing in common with the 
population.

But Scbley Might Have Shown 


Bad Judgment 


SAMPSON SAW THE COLON 


While She .1 ay For Over Four Hour* 


Without a Gun Being Fired at Her 
—Argument of Captain Parker In 
Behalf of Admiral Schley 


Washington, Nov. 6.—The time of the 


Schley court of inquiry yesterday was 
entirely devoted to hearing arguments 
in the case of Admiral Schley. Mr. 
Hanna finmhhed his argument on be- 
half of the department which had been 
begun Mondj-y and Captain James Par- 
ker began, but did not conclude, his 
presentation of the case for Admiral 
Scaley. 


Mr. Haima considered th« retrograde 


movement, the bombardment of the Co- 
lon and the charge made against Ad» 
miral Schley of disobedience of orders. 
Captain Parker had only reached the 
coaling question when the court ad- 
journed. He defended the conduct of 
his client at all stages of the campaign 
so far as he went. It is expected that 
Captain Parker will conclude his speech 
today, when Mr. Eayner will begin. 


Referring to the cruise from Cienf ue- 


gos, Captain Parker referred to the send- 
ing away of the Eagle. He said that 
Commodore Sehley had not sent that 
vessel away from choice, but because of 
his great need for auxiliary cruisers. 


j* 


Captain Parker referred to the dis- 


patch from the department received by 
the Harvard at Mole St. Nicholas, May 
20: "Proceed 
at once and inform 


Schley and senior officer present off San- 
tiago de Cuba" he read from the d's- 
patch. Quoting further from the dis- 
patch Captain Parker read: "The de- 
partment's information indicates that 
the Spanish division is still at Santiago." 


"Is there anything positive about 


that?" he asked. "If the department 
had chosen to say that the Spanish 
sqiiadron 'is at Santiago' that would 
have been anetlier thing, but it did not 
say that. There were still some doubls 
apparent ia the mind of the department 
on that subject." 


Referring at this point to the testi- 


mony of Captain Sigsbee, Captain Par- 
ker said it was not necessary to impeach 
anybody's veracity, "but slippery mem- 
ory after all these years is a very unsafe 
thing to go by," he continued, "and the 
memory of four or five persons as to 
what Sigsbee said is -better than that 
of Sigsbee. I think the court can be f-ure 
that Captain Sigsbee did not say to Com- 
modore Schley, when he came aboard 
the Brooklyn, that 'the Dons are not 
there.'" 


Again quoting from 
the dispatch. 


Captain Parker read "The department 
looks to you to ascertain facts." 


"Didn't the , commodore ascertain 


facts?" he asked. 


"And that the enemy therein does not 


leave with out decisive action," he con- 
tinued reading. 


"Well, was there not decisive action ?" 


he asked. 


"The poor old Spanish admiral had 


his flags flying gaily at his mastheads 
on that Sunday morning and before 1 
o'clock of that day he saw his ships on 
the beach, burning, blowing up and all 
destroyed. He came on board the 
American ship without shors for his 
feet, or hat for his head, and a pair of 
drawers and an undershirt. Decisive 
action? Was there anything that was 
more decisive than that?" 


"There is no doubt," he went on, 


"from one end to the other. nlhere Is 
nothing positive about it. Then follow 
in junctions about coal, but they cut no 
ice whatever. No doubt the commodore 
could have gone somewhere for eoal, bnt 
I do not believe it was ever contem- 
plated that he should have ^oie off 325 
miles for it. So there is nothing nosi- 
tive or mandatory in the Harvard dis- 
patch." 


Then he took up Commodore Sohley's 


dispatch, forwarded by the Harvard, 
and defended the position taken by tho 
commodore in this message. He then 
referred to the sentence in which the 
commodore informed the depa -tment 
that he had been unable to obey orders, 
"earnestly as all have strivea." 


"If a subordinate informs us that be 


is unable to obey orders, we do i,ot 
charge him with disobedience. We ruay 
censnre him for bad judgment," he eon- 
tinned, "but for nothing more serious. 
Failure under such circumstances not 
always disobedience. We can all look 
back and see how we could have ddre 
differently. Now, I say that Commo- 
dore Schley never had any orders. It 
was merely a. suggesstion is to what he 
should do. He was to find out if tha£ 
squadron was there and to see that it 
did not leave without a decisive acticn. 
Even if true that the corurnod»rc com- 
mitted gross errors of judgment, •u hii-h 
I do not admit, he liacfuo motive but to 
do his whole duty as from the beginning 
he had always done it—no more, no 
Jess." 


Concluding his remarks for the day. 


Captain Parker wild: "That brings 11- 
to a discussion of tho so-called iccui 
naissauce. which I think can be summed 
up in a very few words. We hav? h-id 
the infonrjftion of all tho gentlemen 
who were clothed with the lesponsJ- 
bility in the case that they could, and 
they would, etc. Well, perhaps they 
would, undoubtedly they could havi> 
gone in the whole of them and risked t hn 
ships and been called fools for their 
pains. They might have como out sii°- 
eessful, they might have done «ome; hlng 
to the Colon which was not done; they 
might have sunk her. I do not think 
that is in the least probable. 


"There is one little incident about the 


matter. We are permitted to go up to 
the first of June, and we see by the log 
of the Colon that she was there until 
10:33. At 7 o'clock in the morning 
Commander-in-Chief Sampson 
came 


there and the Colon was pointed out to 
him, 
and there she lay for four Lu ur 


and a half without a gun being fired -u 
her.

MURDERED FOR MONEY 


Theory of Detectives at Work on the 


Abele Case 


Newbui'yport, Mass., 
Nov. 6.—By 


gathering together threads of circum- 
stantial evidence, State 
Detectives 


II ammond and Neal have now reached 
the conclusion that John J. Abele was 
murdered at a distance from Plum isl- 
and and that the body was carried to 
the island and placed upon the beach 
solely for purposes 
of concealment. 


All other theories have been adandoned, 
and the detectives, with the brothers of 
the dead man, are now trying to locate 
the murder hoijse. 


This te.sk of finding where Abele lived 


and where he was killed is no easy mat- 
ter; for the man's life was as strange and 
uncanny as the mystery of his murder. 
At 9 years of age Abele was sick near to 
death, and finally, when the doctor said 
he would live, it was found that in ill- 
ness the boy had totally lost the sense 
of hearing. 


When this misfortune came upon 


young Abele, the parents were poor and 
unable to send the little deaf boy to a 
school where he might learn to con- 
verse by the lip reading or sign language. 
In consequence he grew up in a, little 
world by himself, unable to communi- 
cate easily with anyone. 


Now that the man has been mur- 


dered, all these little circumstances are 
considered of great value by the de- 
tectives. Anyone who has seen Abele 
since October ought to remember it, 
for the man, when compelled to carry on 
any conversation with a stranger, pro- 
duced a slip of paper and asked to hqve 
the questions written upon it. Abele 
could talk in both English and German, 
but with some difficulty, as is the case of 
most entirely deaf persons. 


Everything so far learned points to the 


conclusion that this deaf man was mur- 
dered for his money. Abele was 42 
years eld. He worked steadily for 15 
years, practicing the most spvere thrift 
all tbe time. His brothers knew that he 
had 15 bankbooks, indicating^that his 
money was in that many banks.

SIX HUNDRED SNAKES 


Killed by Workmen on the Cheshire 


Street Railway Extension 


An incident in connection with the 


building of the Hoosac Valley street 
railway company's 
extension 
from 


Cheshire to Adams which is worthy of 
note, is that no less than 600 snake* 
were killed by the workmen. In places 
where the. work of excavation was 
carried on, whole nests of reptiles wera 
uncovered and 
destroyed. Of these 


nc'sts there were about a dozen found 
between Cheshire village and Cheshire 
Harbor. There were anywhere from 
50 to 100 snakes of all sizes curled up 
and hibernating1 in a sort of mass. 


It would seem from the discovery 


that snakes are inclined to make their 
neat in a bank on the side of the road. 
The winter quarters are quite deep in 
the ground and are generally dry. The 
reptiles, even several weeks ago. were 
nearly all in a lethargic state and were 
evidently enjoying their -winter sleep. 
When uncovered some of the larger 
reptiles writhed, and 
showed 
their 


fiery tongues to their disturbers, but 
were easily killed. It was customary 
to find the little red snakes, commonly 
seen on the edge of the road in sum- 
mer, closely curled up in the center of 
the winter nest and surrounded by the 
larger snakes. Some of the workmen 
took a few of the snakes which did not 
seem to wake and exposed them in the 
sun for several hours, when the rep- 
tiles were enlivened and 
began 
to 


crawl about 


At the turn in the road near the 


Blazo property in Cheshire, the grad- 
ing of a bank resulted in unearthing 
three large nests of snakes within two 
feet of each other, A number of toads 
and frogs were also shoveled out of 
the ground in a torpid condition and 
probably died. 


The snakes in Berskhire or at least j 


those found along the route mentioned 
are for the most part not poisonous, ' 
still the fact that they were snakes j 
and have been destroyed will be good 
news to children and women bicyclists 
who might have been frightened at 
seeing some of them on the road next 
year.
